Perhaps the first instance of public charity in Japan, ona large 
scale, istho gift of the Emperor of one and ‘a half million yen for 
the relief of the poorest classes, by tho provision of froo or exceod- 


ingly choap medical relief... Mollowing closely as it does upon the 
anarchist plot, for which Kotoku and cleven of his associates suffered 
doath, it-has, boon thought by some that thero is a rolationship 
between the gift and the unpopularity of tho sontenco, which gavo 
Kotoku over'to doith. . This wo venture to think is not the caso, but

that tho money was given solely for the good that it should do. ‘Lhe 
immediate effet of the gift was to set an oxample, which many of 
the Japanese have been only too ready to follow, and early in May 
it-was decided at a vory influcatisl mooting to.tako steps for the 
augmentation of tho mperor’s gift till tho very large sum of 20 
million yen is accumulated for. tho object. in view, ‘Tho need of the 
Japanese for choap medical troatnont iy only tow evident if the
